The work 
has been speeded up in the past 
six m onths, and it is now said that 
the whole scheme could be set m 
m otion sm oothly and without de­ 
lay. 
In addition, the basic organiza­ 
tion for sw inging the whole of Aus­ 
tralia s economy over to a war foot­ 
ing is regarded as reasonably com ­ 
plete. 
Supply Survey Made 
Plans have been m ade for rapid 
moblliz.ition of transport and 
for 
m aintaining supplies of food and 
war m aterial« w herever the> may 
be required. The defense d ep art­ 
m ent has exact knowledge ol the 
location of supplies and has draw n 
a detailed schem e for using them 
to the b e t advantage. 
M unition supply 
facilities 
have 
been expanded to the point where 
it is said th a t besides m eeting ail 
A ustralia's 
requirem ents 
. locally 
supplies could be m ade available to 
New Zealand and to B ritish sta ­ 
tions m the Far East. A rrangem ents 
have bten m ade to expand private 
m unitions m anufacture im m ediately 
if necc sary. 
The defense forces were reduced 
in th e 1920s. like those of Britain, 
and more retrenchm ents were made 
when Australia was in the throes 
of economic depression.

Navy Steadily Grows 
The A ustralian navy is in a high 
tate of eftlclency. The air force 
Is well organised, and its equipm ent 
Is being improved and 
increased 
every week. 
The perm anent force of the army 
is to be

garrisons 
form ed for "danger spots," espe­ 
cially Darwin. Already coast and 
harbor defenses have been Installed 
or strengthened a t strategic points 
for the protecetion of cities and 
industrial undertakings.
